It is a 12 inch P.M. unit in a black wrinkle finish steel cabinet. 

The front grill is circular with a Hammarlund style pattern metal grill. 

The back has five 2.5 inch round openings with light mesh screen glued into 
the inside. 

The cabinet is 14.25 x 14.25 x 8 inches deep. 

The input consists of a 600 ohm input on a two screw terminal strip along 
with a center tap connection on a single screw terminal strip all located on 
the lower right side of the cabinet. These are original. Also, there is an 
input by way of an isolated quarter inch jack on the upper right side of the 
cabinet. This also appears to be original. 


There was a 2 x 3 inch I.D. tag on the top. 

The speaker itself has an open frame type magnet with the Navy anchor stamp. 
Any information would be interesting and appreciated.

Hello old gear enthusiasts, 

First of all, I apologize for the use of bandwidth, however, I didn't 
know of a more effective way to reach this audience. 

I have embarked upon a small research project to obtain a little 
information about the previous holders of my call sign W9GT. I'm sure 
that I am not alone in the fact that I obtained a re-issued vintage 
amateur call sign to go along with my interest in vintage equipment and 
radio history. I dislike the term "Vanity Call", but that is what the 
FCC calls it. My call involved only a small change, however, as I was 
N9GT for over 22 years. (I was K9UBF for 18 years prior to that.) It 
was with some mixed feelings that I traded the "N" prefix for a "W" over 


a year ago. 


I have managed to obtain information on at least two previous holders of 
the call W9GT. The last previous holder of the call was Robert Snyder 
who held the call until 1997 and recently became a silent key. 
Previously, Carl Johnson of Gwinn, MI held the call back when the Upper 
Peninsula of Michigan was part of the ninth district (1940 call book). 

I also have a copy of an old log page from the log of '9DPL which lists 
'9GT as his second contact in February 1924. W9GT was not listed in the 
1953 or 1962 issues of the call book. 


I would really like to fill in the blanks from (pre?)1920-40 and obtain 
some additional info about any other holders of the call during that 
period or later. Do you have any old call books or other listings that 
might help? I would very much appreciate any information you might be 
able to provide.

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Boatiquarians; 
My latest restoration project is a Hallicrafters SX-110 receiver. It, as 


most of you know, is at the end of a long lineage of receivers employing a 
"tried and true" design utilizing octal tubes that was manufactured into 


the 60's. This particular receiver has suffered from poor storage 
conditions, it has been attacked by moisture and dust grime. The chassis 
is mottled from the dulling effects of oxidation although no rust is 
showing except along the corner seams. Some of the black metal tubes sport 
a haze of rust. The front panel is decent except for the glass slide rule 
dial window. Most of the logging scale along the bottom edge disappeared 
when I washed the window due to having been attacked by the adhesive from 
the adjacent foam dust seal below the bottom. I'm not going to try to do 
something to restore that as the overall cosmetic condition of the receiver 
doesn't justify it at this point. The receiver still has its original set 
of tubes except the 5Y3GT rectifier. All of the originals tested quite 
good, I didn't replace any of them. 


On powering the receiver if was obvious the electrolytic was a gonner. I 
replaced it with a NOS twist-lock that was an exact fit. With the hum gone 
it was mute. Poking around it became obvious that the IF chain was dead. 
Corrosion had gotten to the resonating capacitors in the IF cans. They all 
had to come out so I could remove the caps. I reinstalled the cans and 
mounted 110 pF micas across the terminals. After several hours of checking 
and aligning the old box was hearing pretty well, the crystal filter 
working perfectly. The only bug stuck in the cold cream was the horrible 
distortion of the audio when the automatic noise limiter was switched on. 
Up to this point I did not have a schematic but I struggled to find out 
what the problem was. Drawing out the ANL circuit and comparing it with 
circuits in the Handbook made me believe it was a crappy circuit not being 
aware of the obvious. I set the project aside and later downloaded the 
manual from BAMA. 


When I got back to work on the receiver I first studied the schematic to 
reacquaint myself with the ANL because I couldn't accept the concept that a 
noise limiter would destroy intelligibility just to fight a few noise 
spikes. After chasing my tail for what seemed like an eternity I began to 
examine each individual component in the circuit. That's when I discovered 
the lovely assemblers at Halli' installed a wrong value resistor. In place 
of R61 which, according to the schematic, was supposed to be a 1 meg 
resistor sat a 15 meg job (bug #1). Elsewhere in the receiver is a 15 meg 
resistor and you can guess the rest. No doubt a 15 meg got spilled into 
the 1 meg bin and nobody noticed it because both resistors have brown and 
green bands. One of the commonest production mistakes you can find. 

Having installed the correct value resistor the ANL now worked properly 
with the usual edginess to the audio but effective at quashing noise spikes 
without ruining intelligibility. 


Up to now I gambled that the numerous black molded "ugly" capacitors would 
be good enough as things seemed to be working OK. But just to hedge my bet 
I checked one for leakage with my Sprague TO4. It measured a few tens of 
megohms, a long way from 1000 or more megs for a good cap. Down the line I 
went eventually replacing all of the black uglies except the cathode and 


sensitiviy pot bypasses as those circuits are low impedance and only see up 
to about 27 volts. There were a few pink "prettys" that tested in the high 
100's of megs that I left in which were in circuits that would not mind a 
little leakage, even at increased rates due to temperature rise. The body 
count when finished was nine. As I was working my way through the 
capacitor replacement exercise I found a cold solder joint in the AVC 
circuit, originally from the factory (bug #2). 


Now I'm beginning to get super critical as to the capabilites of the 
receiver. The audio really seemed to be cruddy. Examining the schematic I 
found something I had never seen before. The screen grid of the 6K6GT 
audio output tube had a 10K resistor in series with it and no screen bypass 
cap. I measured the sine wave power output at the point of commencement of 
clipping and got all of about 640 mW into a 4 ohm load. Lousy! I studied 
the tube manual data for the 6K6, 6F6 and 6V6 tubes. With the 230 volts of 
plate voltage available I should be getting about 2 watts with the screen 
at the same voltage as the plate. I did some tube swapping and doinking 
around with the solder iron and test equipment, even trying another output 
transformer, and finally arrived at a satisfactory improvement. With the 
10K screen resistor shorted out, the cathode resistor increased to 330 ohms 
and a new cathode bypass cap I got a much better 1.5 or so watts output. 
The question in my mind now is, why did Halli' put that 10K resistor in 
there (bug #3)? 


With more testing of the audio with a 100% modulated signal from my 606B I 
was not happy with the pronounce clipping of the audio that emerged from 
the detector. Having analyzed diode detectors before it was soon apparent 
that the charge on the noise limiter time constant capacitor C60 (.05uF) 
was back biasing the 6H6 detector (bug#4). Lifting the cap reduced the 
clipping to a nearly neglible amount. I replaced the ANL on-off switch 
with a DPDT switch so the cap gets switched out when the ANL is off. 
Conicidentally, that improved the low end audio response! 


Moseying around the schematic I noticed there was no AC line fuse (bug #5). 
That sucks! I installed a chassis mount fuse clip via a hole in the 
chassis just in the right place next to where the wiring to the on-off 
switch goes. Was that hole there because someone had originally intended a 
fuse holder to go there? The receiver draws 500 mA so I installed a 3/4 
amp slo-blo fuse. Why was Halli’ so cheap? 


I'm sure to have some more fun with this SX-110 as it's not such a bad 
receiver for its class except for being just a bit on the junky side. I'm 
now working on plans for a couple of mods. One is to install a fully 
automatic heterodyne or product detector for CW and SSB reception without 
having to fiddle with the RF gain control and the other is to reduce the 
distortion in the output stage to "hi-fi" levels. 


In summary, it's an unhappy notion to consider that someone on a limited 


budget paid his hard earned money for this receiver only to have troubles 
with it and had to quit using it before the tubes had any real wear on 
them. Now the receiver has a new life but it will never again have a 
chance to make a novice's heart swell to turn the knobs.
